Keokuck it wilt be remem- 
bered, was a the frend of the whites, aad 
opposed the ted Black Hawk or Sac 
war, and was promoted cluef through the inetra- 
mentality of the United States Government. 
He was about 50 years of age, and, at the time 
of his death was this side of the Des Monies 

25 miles (four days’ journey, tbe 
lodians have it.) West of the Mississippi. 
Young Black Hawk is now chief of the Sacs, 
and, at last news, was at the head of 2000 war- 
riors, marching for the Sioux country. He bas 
lost none of bis inveterate hostility to the whites ; 
but the terror with which bis late travel through 
the U. S. with his father and Prophet memred 
hum, may keep him from any overt demonstra- 
ons of it, alihough le aneers at the peaceable 
disposition of Keokuck, aod swears be will con- 
vince other nations of the iavincebility of his 
warriors. He sent word to the Sioux that be 
had murdered the woman chief, and was coming 
upon them wiih warriors more numerous thaa 
the trees of the forest. To whom the Sioux re- 
pled he would be met by warriors as sumber- 
less as the leaves upon those trees.
